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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 7, 37-63 and 65-121 are pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 

112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 7 is indefinite because Applicants are excluding compounds, 
(the list of compounds at the end of claim 7) that are not embraced by 
the genus of Formula (I) since X does not represent oxygen. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 72-1 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable over the art of record if rewritten in 
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independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claims 37-63, 65-71, 120 and 121 are allowed over the art of 
record.
